
Facts
•	 Since 2003, presenting companies at the NREL Industry Growth 

Forum have raised nearly $4 billion in funding, with 63% coming 
from private sources, such as venture capitalists; nearly 30% 
from public markets, such as initial public offerings; and most of 
the remainder coming from government grants.

•	 More than two-thirds of companies that ultimately receive funding 
obtain some level of funding within one year of presenting.

•	 Since 2003, there have been five IPOs, fourteen acquisitions, and 
three mergers of presenting startups.

•	 Thirty companies will be selected to present their business cases at 
the 24th Annual NREL Industry Growth Forum.
